The Cotton Crop. 


NEw York, Dec. 7. 

In reporting the cotton crop of 1883-4, Brad- 
streel’s, has followed its methods of the pre- 
ceding year. Correspondents in each county 
were asked to send their judgement as to the 
actual yield of the county in bales. The re- 
plies received were from 98 per cent. of the 
area planted in cotton, comprising 626 of the 6317 
counties raising over 500 bales each. The replies 
number 1,227, averaging nearly two reports 
from cach county. The report includes a ta- 
ble which shows: 1, the estimates sent from 
the counties; and, 2, additions of 8 per cent. 
for involuntary under-estimates by corres- 
pondents. The total yield of cotton this sea- 
son reached by this method of reporting is 
5,692,000 bales. An allowance of 100,000 bales 
is made for possible additions to the crop, as it 
will be counted on September Ist from old cot- 
ton in the hands of planters. This by reason 
of last year’s phenomenal yield, and the fact 
that an advance in price may attract the un- 
sold cotton to market. The decrease in the 
total yield as compared with the crop of last 
‘tee amounts to 18.1 per cent. or 1,258,000 
sales,

PISTOLS AT THE PRIMARIES, 


Bloody Riot in the Streets of New Orleans 
-Three Men Killed and Many Wounded 
—Captain M. J. Fortier, of the Lou siana 
Light Artillery, Among the Dead—Culmt. 
nation of a Bitter Contest Between the 
Ogden and McEnery Factions, 


NEW ORLEANS, LA., Dec. 14. 

The exciting political contest which has 
been going on in this State within the Dem- 
ocratic party for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor resulted to-day in a shooting affray 
and riot in which a number of lives were 
lost. The contest is between S. L. McEn- 
ery, present Governor of the State, and 
General Fred Ogden, quite prominent in 
Louisiana history. It has been character- 
ized by the most intense bitterness, and 
has threatened to disrupt the Democratic 
party in this city. This city to-day held 
its primaries for the election of delegates 
to the nominating convention. The con- 
test has aroused as much excitement as a 
Presidential election, and faction feeling 
ran so high that a difficulty was very gen- 
erally feared. 

The hottest contest was in the Seventh 
Ward, where the two factions aro evenly 
matched in point of numbers. Bitterness 
and bad blood prevailed there all the morn- 
ing and only a spark was needed to cause 
anexplosicn. About one o’clock one Mike 
Brennan presented himself at the polls 
there and tried to vote. He was challenged. 
One side insisted on voting him and the 
others protested against this. In the midst of 
the discussion Tom Buckley, Harbor Master, 
struck the man over the head with a 
heavy cane or club, causing a serious 
wound. Brennan fell and immediately a 
pistol shot was fired by some one in the 
crowd, which was very dense. This was 
the signal for a general battle. There were 
several hundred persons in the crowd and 
nearly all of them must have be n armed, 
for revolvers were flourished in the air, and 
shot aiter shot was fired. For twenty 
minutes the firing was kept up, over 100 
shots being fired. Terrible excitement pre- 
vailed and the stampede was frightful. 
The Judges and Commissioners of Election 
fled into a house near by. ,The police, who 
could do nothing to quell the fury of the 
combatants, fled from the field. Around the 
corner from the polling booth a shot now 
and then was heard, showing that the 
skirmishing was going on with pursuit and 
defense, 

When the smoke cleared away it was 
found that Captain Michael J. Fortier, one 
of the most promising creoles in this city 
and the leader of the Ogden movement in 
the ward, was killed. Gus Renard, Super- 
intendent of Schools, was picked up uncon- 
scious with four mortal wounds, from 
which he expired a tew minutes afterward. 
Gabriel Masson, Deputy Constable, was 
wounded fm three places, twoof the wounds 
being fatal. He survived only a few min- 
utes.

Astrado and Charles Falco were also 
wounded, and several others are known to 
have been injured, but have not yet been 
reported to the police. 

Connie Fortier was commander of the 
Louisiana field artillery and was quite well 
known to the militia throughout the coun: 
try, having taken his company to the mili- 
tary contests at Indianapolis, Louisville 
and Nashville, and carried off prizes for 
the best artillery drill at these places. 

After the shooting, Sheriff Robert Brew- 
ster and Deputies John Dominick, Dan 
Glous and Mike Early, who had pistols in 
their hands, surrendered to the -police and 
were locked up. 

The effect of this affray was to quiet the 
political excitement in thi¢ city. The gen- 
eral result of the election is favorable to 
the renomination of Gov. McEnery. 

SHERIFF BREWSTER’S STATEMENT, 

Late to-night Sheriff Brewster decided tc 
make the following statemeut: ‘John 
Dominick and [and two others went from 
the Sixth tothe Seventh ward. When we 
arrived at the poll there was some one chal- 
lenging a voter, and a large crowd was 
present. The police were moving the 
crowd back to make room for the voters, 
when Mike Early struck a man named 
Brennman. While in their charge Tom 
Buckley raised a loaded stick and struck 
him over the head, then jumping into the 
street began firing. I immediately drew a 
pistol and pointed it at Buckley, but it = 
ped. Buckley ran by me for Bagatelle 
Street. Ifelt Ihad been wounded butI 
walked toward the poll. Before I got there 
the shooting was all over. Subsequently I 
went to Dr. Menton’s office where the 
wound, a flesh one in the right thigh, was 
dressed. I took occasion to show the pistol 
to the doctor and he can testify it” had not 
been discharged. After the wound was 
dressed I went to the Sixth ward poll, 
where I was arrested by Detectives Stan- 
ley and McDonough. 

The above statement of Brewster was 
corroborated by Dan Douglass, Mike Early 
aud John Dominick. The latter received a 
wound in his right leg below the knee and 
is suffering considerably. His statement 
is in substance the same as that made by 
Brewster. 

Geo. Schroth, an Ogden man of the 
Seventh ward, told Police Captain Gill that 
James D. Houston, a prominent McHenry 
supporter, had a revolver in his hand; that 
he saw him shoot, but did not see at whom 
be fired. Herefused further statement 
until called as a witness. Chief of Police 
Rowley ordered the arrest of Houston upon 
this information.

O’DONNELL HANGED. 


Execution of Patrick O’Donnell, the Mure 
derer of Informer Carey, at Newgate 
Prison—Thc Steamship Assyrian Monarch 
Searched for an Alleged Rescuing 
Party. 





Lonpon, Deo. 17. : 

Patrick O’Donnell, the slayer of James 
Carey, paid the penalty of his crime with- 
in the walls of Newgate this morning. The 
Last 
night O’Donnell went to bed about ten 
o’clock, and remained apparently asleep 
until 5:30 this morning. At six o’clock 
Father Fleming came to the prisoner and 
remained in prayer with him for some 
time. At the conclusion of the prayers the 
sacrament was administered to the con- 
demned. O’Donnell then partook of a light 
breakfast, which he appeared to eat with 
some relish. At 7:45 o’clock the prison 
bell began tolling. A similar warning was 
heard from the belfry of St. Sepulcher’s 
Church, on the Holborn Viaduct. Directly 
after the Governor of the jail with the head 
Warden entered and O’Donnell was at once 
led to the pinioning-room, situated about 
half-way between the condemned cell and 
the prison yard. There he found the exe- 
cutioner Binns awaiting him, together with 
the Sheriff of London, three wardens and 
the prison doctor. Binns deftly bound 
O’Donnell’s arms with leathern thongs, the 
convict submitting quietly. 

The procession was then formed, the pris- 
oner being in the center, and slowly march- 
ed to the prison-yard in which the scaffold 
had been erected. They passed so close 
to the few spectators who had been admit- 
ted to witness the execution that they could 
have touched O’Donnell, but for the lattice 
work which separated them. The scaffold, 
which was quickly reached, had the ap- 
pearance of anordinary shed. The hempen 
loop, however, hung omniously from a 
cross-beam above. The shed was half 
boarded up, so that O’Donnell and his at- 
tendants as they stood there could be seen 
by those present only from the waist up. 
There was no delay, and no sensational 


scenes under the scaffold. Binns lost not a 
moment in placing the white cap over the 
victim’s face and adjusting the noose. A 
moment after O’Donnell disappeared, and 
a quivering cord was all that remained to 
show where he had stood. The Governor 
and Doctor gazed for a moment into the 
cellar-like-pit:in which the convict’s body 
swung and then turned away. Outside the 
= a considerable crowd had assembled, 


.but dispersed directly the black flag was 


hoisted. About twenty police were drafted 
inside the jail, and constables were posted 
around the walls on the gutside. The body 
of O’Donnell, after hanging one hour, was 
cut down, and later in the day an inquest 
was held when the usual verdict was re- 
turned. The interment then took place, the 
remains being placed in a quantity of 
corridor, known as the “‘pYra~Ager wfake~ 
O’Donneli’s brother paced toand fro oppo- 
site the flag-staff in a most restless and de- 
jected manner, exciting the sympathy of 
all present. 

The steamship Assyrian Monarch, which 
left New York on December 4, arrived at 
Gravesend yesterday morning and was at 
once seized by the Government police, be- 
cause of advices from New York that there 
were aboard a party of American Invinci- 
bles on a mission to rescue O’Donnell and 
inflict punishment upon the officials en- 
gaged in his prosecution. The officers noti- 
fied the passengers that no person abeard 
would be allowed to go ashore until his 
identity as a person not possibly subject to 
suspicion should be established, and that 
all the passengers must submit to an ex- 
amination of their persons and luggage. 
Several American passengers made such 
an effective protest that the three detectives 
assigned to the work of investigation de- 
cided toeregulate the disembarkation by the 
passenger list. This, however, was discov- 
ered to be missing, and the discovery 
caused great excitement. The detectives 
then gave those aboard until to-day to re- 
store the passenger list, with immunity 
from search until that time, but assumed 
full police control of the vessel and placed 
all shone under surveillance in the mean- 
time. It was stated late last night that the 
detectives had satisfactorily singled out the 
suspects and would allow the other passen- 
gers to land this morning.

THREATENING REPRISALS. 


The United States Threatened with Repri- 
sals for Dynamite Outrages Concocted in 
America, 

Lonpbon, Dec. 16. 
James Russell Lowell, the American 

Minister, has been again assailed by the 

Metropolitan Underground Employes’ As- 

sociation. Onthe 28th of November the 

Association presented Mr. Lowell witha 

set of resolutions which strongly de- 

nounced the Irish Invincibles and Fenians 
as the authors of the dynamite explosions 
in the Underground Railway, at Praed 
street. Accompanying the resolutions was 

a request that Mr. Lowell transmit the res- 

olutions tothe United States Government, 

because the Association believed that the 
explosions were really the work of conspir- 
ators resident in the United States. Mr. 

Lowell acknowledged the receipt of the 

resolutions, but declined to forward them 

to Washington, because, as he said, there 
was not a particle of evidence to show that 
any American was guilty of complicity in 
the outrage. This answer was quite disa- 
greeable to the employes, and they sought 
counsel of lawa@grs. The result has just 
been produced in the shape of a long ub- 
lic letter to the American Minister, which 
was presented to-day. The document is 
very formidable, and is intended to entirely 
humilitate Mr. Lowell by showing the Brit- 
ish how much morethe underground rail- 
way servants know about the laws of evi- 
dence and the duties of an American Em- 
bassador, than does the mere scholar, who 
is serving the United States as their Minis- 
ter to England. The memorial starts out 
with the bold declaration that the Associa- 
tion of Metropolitan Underground Railway 
servants find themselves unable to agree 
with the American Minister in either of bis 
opinions, viz.: That there is no evidence to 
show the complicity of any American, and 
that there is good reason for calling the at- 
tention of the United States Government to 
the outrage. It concludes with the some- 
what extraordinary threat that if Mr. Low- 
ell and his Government do not in the future 
take action to suppress the dynamite socie- 
ties alle to exist in*the United States, 
the English people will protect themselves 
by “reprisals.” Mr. Lowell was somewhat 
slestal by the contents of the memorial, 
and declined to take any other formal no- 
tice of it, or of the committee which pee. 
sented it, than making a mere acknowledg- 
ment of receipt,

Sinve beginning 
this pra tice, she writes, she is not 
troubled by the flies, and thinks the 
plants do much better watered in this 
way than by pouring the water on the 
top.—N. Y¥.

Feeding Fowls in Winter. 





There is no end to the advice as to the 
proper food for fowls in the winter sea- 
son. With a view to the production of 
eggs. Nearly every exp@ienced raiser 
has a method of his own, and no doubt 
they all possess more or less merit. 
That some an.ma! food is necessary in 
cold weather is an old idea, and is fol- 
lowed by all who desire a good crop of 
eggs: and this fact is established from 
the fondness of chickens for insects 
when they are in season. That corn is 
nt staple food for fowls in all its forms 
is well known and is adopted by every 
experienced raiser. Some make the 
meal into mush; some soak the whole 
grains and place it where the fow!s can 
obtain it at all times: and some again 
burn or char the corn on the cobs and 
throw it into the poultry house for the 
fowls to help themselves whenever their 
heaith may need it. In cold weather it | 
is a common practice with chicken rais- 
ers to give the fowls in the morning a 
soft. warm feed, say of corn-meal mush, 
accompanied with an onion chopped up 
as a preventive of disease. Greare, in! 
the way of drippings, mixed with the 
mush is excellent and causes the hens 
to lay and at the same time keeps them 
well in flesh. In fact. if one expects 
profit from hens in winter, when eggs 
yvenevaily sell at two prices. they must | 
provide good, comfortable houses, ex- | 
po-ed to the southwest, good laying- | 
boxes. plenty of roosting-poles, sand, or | 
soft soil to scratch in, access to lumps | 
of pounded bones. salt. fresh water | 
twice a day that freezing up may not | 
interfere injuriously against a supply of 
water whenever needed. Corn being | 
the food most relied on. there should at 
all times be a trough of it of the whole 
grain in order that the fowls may help 
themselves whenever in want.—Ger- 
mantown Telegraph.

A TERRIBLE PROPHECY. 


The Red Sunsets, Cyclones and Earth- 
quakes Foretelling Coming Dis- 
aster—How to Meet It. 


The recent mysterio's appearances fol- 
lowing sunset and preceding sunrise have 
attracted wide attention from students of 
the skies and the people generally. During 
the days of recent weeks the sun seems tc 
have been obscured by a thin veil of a dull 
leade: ue which, as the sun receded to- 
ward the horizon, became more luminous, 
then yellow, then orange, then red; and, 
as night settled down upon the earth, a dull 
purpie. At first it was thought these ap- 
p-arances were ordinary sunset reflec- 
tions of light, but it is now pretty certain 
that they are either the misty sub- 
stance of the tail of some unseen 
comet, in which the earth is enveloped, 
or a surrounding stratum of world dust or 
very small meteors. Professor Brooks, cf 
the Red House Observatory, Phelps, N. 
Y., has turned his telescope upon these ob- 
jects and discovered what hethinks are 
myriads of telescopic meteors. If it is 
unorganized world dust. or decomposed 
vapors, as the Democrat and Chronicle, of 
Rochester, N. Y., remarks: “How is this 
matter tobe disposed of? Will it settle 
and form a deposit upon the earth, or re- 
main a partial opaque shell about the earth 
to cut off a portion of the sun’s light upon 
it ? 

Whatever the mystery is, there is no de- 
nying that some very strange forces are at 
work in the upper airs. The terrible tor- 
nadoes and cyclones which have swept our 
own country, and the fearful volcanoes 
and eartiquakes which have destroyed so 
many cities and thousands of people—the 
tidal waves which mysteriously rise and 
fall on coasts hitherto unvexed by them— 
the tremendous activity which is evident 
in thesun by the constant revelation of 
enormous spots upon its surface—all in- 
dicate unusual energy in the heavenly 
bodies. 

These circumstances recall Professor 
Grimmer’s prophecies that from 1881 to 
1887, the passage of the five great planets 
—Mars, Neptune, Jupiter, Uranus and 
Saturn—around the sun would produce 
strange and wonderful phenomena. He 
says: ‘“ The waters of the earth will be- 
come more or less poisonous. The air will 
be foul with noisome odors. Ancient races 
will disappear from the earth.” He at- 
tempts to prove his prophecy by the fact 
that in 1720, when Mars and Sa urn made 
tueir passage around the sun coincident- 
ally, great destruction and mortality visit- 
ed all parts of the globe. He also tound the 
same results in ;revious perihelion pas- 
sages of the planets, and argues that 
these circumstances always produce epi- 
demics and destructive diseases which will 
baffle the skill of the most eminent physi 
clans; that the poor willdie by thousands, 
the weak and intemperate ialling first, 
those cess wo has been impoverished 





by excess work or dissipation next, 
and only those who are in comparative 
vigor shall escape to enjoy the era of re- 
newed activity and prosperity which will 
follow the period of destruction. 
Inasmuch as the entire world seems sub- 
ject to the sway of the heavenly bodies no 
part of the earth, he thinks, can escape 
scourging. He even predicts that Amer- 
ica will lose over ten millions of people; 
that farmers will be stricken with fear and 
cease to till the soil; that famine will make 
human misery more wretched. That hun- 
dreds will flee to overcrowded cities for 
aidin vain. That sudden changes in ocean 
currents, temperature and surroundings 
will entirely transform the face of nature 
and climate of countries; that the air will 
be so foul with malaria and other 
noxious gases; that those who survive 
will be troubled with disorders of the di- 
gestive organs. That many who escape 
other ills will bloat with dropsy and wud- 
denly pass away, while others will grow 
thin and drag out a miserable existence in 
indescribable agony for weeks.

that he exert tae influence of his own ex- 
ample upon nis fellows to the end that 
they, too, may share with him immunit 
from the destructive influences which see 
his ruin.
